Current sessions of the conservation 
board in Calgary have received notice from 
the federal minister of trade and com- 
merce, Mr. Howe, that United States mu- 
nitions board officials are urgently appeal- 
ing for an answer on. availability of Alber- 
ta gas to the Pacific Northwest. 

Fuel scarcity has been accentuated in 
that area of the United States, where ac- 
celerating wartime development is coupled 
with diversion of normal cil supplies to the 
Far East. 

Mr. Howe said that if large supplies of 
Alberta natural gus cannot be made avail- 
able for export, immediate steps must be 
taken to supply that vital U.S. area wit 
gas from Texas. 

Westcoast Transmission Company 
counsel told the hearing that there is no 
doubt about the Texas pipeline being a 
practical plan, 

“I think we are agreed it is no idle 
threat, and we should decide now if we can 
take this (Pacific Northwest) market,’ he 
said.

All-Night Gas Service Not Insoluble 


Edmonton is being treated to another 
unnecessary civic spectacle, similar to that 
which fogged the taxicab licencing ques- 


tion for years. 

The action which ended that lengthy 
wrangle is the only action which will nip 
this one before it blooms further. 

@or longer than civic observers care to 
recall, there has been constant skirmish- 
ing to have this or that service station or 
garage permitted to stay open for 24-hour 
service. 

Meetings of both city council and its 
committees have beén cegularly cluttered 
with the requesis, and by interested per- 
sons appearing to lobby for or against 
them. 

Council members have been told that 
some garages and service stations with 
24-hour permits have been closing down as 
soon as they take off the cream of the 
trade—usually around midnight, 

Commissioners have promised to send 
police around to check up on the culprits. 
But the complaints continue. 

Aldermen have been told by organized 
delegations of operators, appearing to pro- 
test extension of the 24-hour privilege to 
any new applicant; that those who now en- 
joy it are losing money. 

A perhaps fitting climax was reached 
at the last city council meeting. A holder 
of the 24-hour privilege formally applied 
to have it cancelled, and then appeared in 
person to withdraw his written applica- 
tion. 

The reason he gave for first requesting 
withdrawal was that stations given per- 
mission to stay open all night, must also 


close down on Sundays and holidays.

In- 
stead, the onus of permission remains with 
the board, although three basic principles 
are laid down for its “consideration.” 

These are: necessity for emergenty 
service to the public; location of the filling 
station concerned, and facilities available 
for service. 

Finally, the bylaw leaves with city 
council the ultimate decision on whether 
the board’s recommendation shall be ap- 
proved and an applicant granted 24-hour 
privileges. 

After solving the taxicab problem by 
setting up certain standards of service and 
equipment which aspiring licencees have 
to meet, it is unfortunate that council 
should miss the chance to apply a proper 
solution to this equally vexing probiem. 

There is yet time for aldermen to insist 
that 24-hour filling station and emergency 
garage service be open to any operator 
who desires it, providing he meets certain 
minimum stan of service, and ren- 
ders that service during specified periods 
of time. 

The onus of enterprise should be on 
him—not on any board.

Bronchitis Should Be Treated Quickly 


Acute bronchitis is an illness 
usually accompanied by severe 
coughing and fever, but which 
does not las very long. k can 
lead, however, to 2 chronic or 
long-lasting condition which is 
even mo. . distressing and subject 
to complications. 

Both the acute end chronic 
kinds of bronchitis get their 
pames from the bronchi which 
are the tubes carrying air into 
the lungs 

Bronchitis, as the name indi- 
cates, is caused by an inflamma- 
tion of the lining af these air 
passage ways. The inflammation 
may be caused by germs, by dust, 
by chemicals in the air or from 
anything else which can be in- 
haled and which will irritate the 
delicate lining of the bronchi, 

Consequently, bronchitis can 
follow an ordinary vold, a sinus 
infection, whooping cough, mea- 
sles, or any other germ or virus 
infection. 


Acute bronchitis usually starts 
rather suddenly with severe 
coughing, often some pain in the 
chest, and fever of around 100 or 
01 degrees. As a rule, there is 
not much mucus brought up at 
first. Later the mucus may in- 
crease and sometimes there is a 
lot of it 

The treatment of acute bron- 
chitis ig much like that of any 
other acute infection. The patient 
must be confined to bed in a 
room which is kept at an even 
temperature, and with plenty of 
moisture in the air. 

Fluids should be taken in large 
quantities, and the diet must be 
sufficient and digest 
Sometimes steam inhalationg to 
which certain medicines have 
been added are helpful, part- 
icularly in relieving the cough 

The sulfa drugs or one of the 
antibiotics (penicillin, ete.) may 
be used at the discretion of the 
physician io charge.

Chronic Type 
Harder to Cure 

The prompt and successful 
treatment of acute bronchitis is 
important nat only for the relief 
of that condition, but also in the 
prevention of chronic bronchitis 
which is much more difficult to 
cure, 

In chronic bronchitis it is ne- 
cessary to go to great lengths to 
find what ls keeping the condi- 
tion going. For example, the 
sinuses must be studied, and it 
may be necessary to make a com- 
plete allergy tests to find out Mf 
an allergy is partly responsible 

Sometimes even these studies 
fail, and the bronchitis goes on 
and on with increasing discom- 
fort to the patient. kt should not 
be allowed to continue, however, 
if there is any way of preventing 
it, 

A long coptinued bronchitis 


may lead to another complication 
called bronchiectosis in which the 
tiny air pockets in the lungs be- 
come permanently dilated or en- 
larged, 


Climate Change 
Most Difficult 


In trying to stop a chronic 
bronchitis before it becomes per- 
manent, one may have to con- 
sider a change of climate, This is 
a most difficult problem to de- 
cide because it is not easy for 
most people just to pick up all 
their affairs and move some- 
where else. 

Also no one can guarantee that 
a particular change of climate 
will be certain to do good, There- 
fore, if this change seems neces- 
sery, it ls safer for the victim of 
chronic bronchitis to try to 
choose as carefully as possible 
the most likely climate, and then 
try it for several months befove 
Making the change permanent,

NEW TOOTH TEST OF 
AGE IS REPORTED 


Edmonton dentists heard today of a new for- 
mula for determining age more accurately irom one 
human tooth. 

Worked out by a Swedish scientist, the method 
is based on measurements of changes in teeth—con- 
nected with age. Factors such as worn tooth surface, 
bony tissues around the root, changes in gum struc- 
ture and other changes caused by age are used in 
determining the age. 

He can now tell ages within three-and-one-half 
years, compared with errors up to 32 years with 
other methods.
